Verdinando 1., King of Castile, 
and Calicai. died in 1066, and by his 
will he divided his kingdom among 
his three tOOt and two daugh; 
lOfao 11.. he left Castile, t 
phonso VI., he gave Scon, to G 
die bequeathed Calioio, while to his 
daughter I' rraea he left the city of 
Toro, and to her sister Klvira, the city 
of Zamom. Ferdinando was hardly 
buried before war broke out between 
his children. SoneJio claimed all the 



kingdoms which his father had ruled 
over and called the cid to his aid and 
made him commander of his troops 
The word Cid is a corruption form 
the Moorish word " Seid " — Lord, 
while Campeador means champion. 
The Cid conquered tho whole family 
of Ferdinando, and put their posses- 
sions into Sancho's hands. Sancho 
died in 1072, and his brothers recover- 
ed their kingdoms. Alfonso, how- 
ever, soon turned his arms against his 
brother Careia, whom he took prison- 
er, liodrigo tospeoted that A I phonso 
bad assassinated his brother Sancho, 
but when he swore that "he neither 
slew him, nor took counsel for hit 
death," the Cid took oervice under 
him, and by his aid Al phonso con- 
quered Castile, and, uniting it with 
Leon, Oalicia and Portugal, formed 
a kingdom over which he rilled under 
the title of Emperor of all Spain. 
Al phonso never forgave Dia» for 
making him swear that ho had no 
hand in his brother Sancho's death, 
and while he used his services when 
he could not well dispense with them, 
endeavor to humiliate him when- 
ever he had a chance to do so with 
safe i v. The king compelled him to 
give his daughters, Elvira and Sol, in 
marriage to the two Counts of Car- 
rion. Diaz did not like the Counts, 
and as they ill-treated his daughters 
and the law gave no redress, he ap- 
pointed champions who met them in 
the lists an 1 defeated them, thus 
setting the two Dias ladies free to 
marry other husbands. The king 
often took part with the enemies of 
the Cid, and even banished him seve- 
ral times, but always had to take him 
into favor again on finding that when 
ho was away the royal troops were in 
danger of being defeated. 

The Cid captured the city of Va- 
lencia from the Moorish chief Ibn Je- 
haf after an obstinate resistance. He 
called the inhabitants together and 
made the following speech : 

When I first saw this city it 
pleased me, and I desired it ; and I 
besought the Ijord to muke me mat- 
ter of it. See how great is the power 
of tho Lord. On tho day when I 
reached Cebolla, I had no more than 
four loaves, and now God has been so 
merciful as to give me Valencia, and 
I am lord of the city. In fact, justly 
in it God will retain me in possession, 
if I do unjustly he will turn me out. 
So let every one recover his estates 
and enjoy them as before, he who 
finds his lands ploughed, let him take 
possession, let him who finds them 
sowed and cultivated pay for the seed 
and the labor. I desire likewise that 
tho collectors of imports shall de- 
mand only a tenth, according to your 
custom. I have determined to near 
you two days in every week. Mon- 
day and " Thursday ; but if yoo 
have any urgent business, come when 
you please, and I will hear yoo ; at I 
am not a man to shut myself up With 
women, to eat and drink like roar 
nobles, who can rarely be seen. I 
shall attend to your business myself, 
as your companion, and protect yoa 
as a friend and father." Although 
he did not exactly keep the promise 
made in the above speech, still on the 
whole the Cid was a more merciful 
ruler than Ibn Jehaf, whom he con- 
quered. The fate of the latter wat tad. 
Diaz had promised him safety not 
only for himself but also for his fami- 
ly when he surrendered, but he broke 
hit word. Ibn Jehaf was placed in a 
pit up to the waist, and surrounded 
by a wall of dry wood to which fira 
was applied, and he was burned to 
death. Diaz intended to burn his 
family also, but was induced to relent 
at the last moment and spare them. 
Although such condition would be 
looked upon as barbarous now, it wat 
not uncommon at that period — the 
conquered was then completely at the 
mercy of the conqueror. 

The Cid died in July. 10W. after 
rendering great service to ChrisUau 
Spam. His remains have been re- 
moved several times ; the lost time in 
July, 1818, to the Monastery of C.v 
dena. In spite of royal ingratitude 
and injustice, he was always true to 
his King and country. 

i van C vuwALLAoaa.

I f a deaf-mute or hearing person should 
lecture before an audience, ho would 
at tbe concl anion receive an nnani 
mous Tote of thanks, and unstinted 
pneteo and favorable comment after- 
wards. Bat, although we find emi- 
nent and Urge-hearted men minister- 
ing to tbe ppiritnal wants of the deaf 
continually, we very seldom hear of 
their receiving thanks of any kind, and 
very often arc witnesses to unjust 
comment and criticism towards tbem. 
The average mote *> cms to think that 
the Lord will repay them for their 
ind that earthly thanks are of 
consequence. It can not be doubt- 
that they will reap tbe reward that 
-ilways accorded to those who go 
about doing good, by Him who s 
all things) yet a little encouragement 
and display of gratitude would go a 
long way towards lightening their any 
bat easy labor. We know of mutes 
who go to church, ostensibly to profit 
by tbe teachings of tbe minister, and 1 
instead of demonstrating tbe good 
it bas been done them, deliberately 
!oct tbe precepts' which they have 
ii taught, and slander the benefac- 
tor who taught tbem. Every one 
who bas merely the outward Mem- 1 
blafJec of manhood without the in 

• ristics that hhould accompany 
it, is sure to betray himself some 
time, and one of the surest and 
truest indication that a man is a 
coward, is when be speaks ill of 
those who wish him Veil. It 
is 'very far from bravo to attack a 
minister. Opinions and theories on 
topic* concerning religion may be 
different, but that is no exense for 
maligning the individual. 'J

Who has not heard of Grace Dar- 
ling, the heroine of the Lou: 
Light house ? Whoso name, associ- 
ated with the wreck of the Forfar- 
shire steamer, will long be remember- 
ed amongst the annals of those who, 
although holding humble stations in 
life, have yet exhibited traits of 
natural greatness which would grace 
the occupier of the loftiest po 
in society. 

There are probably few persons in 
this country who havo riot, heard of 
her, and of the act of daring courage 
in the cause of suffering humanity 
for which her name has become 
celebrated. The account of the 
transaction appeared generally in the 
newspapers .at the time it occurred. 
As. however, a good and great act 
will not lose its lustre from being oft 
recited, and as a prominent, object of 
the Life Hoot Journal (from which 
■re take the narrative) is to enco 
and stirs up others to the exhibition 
of such deeds, we hold up to emula- 
tion the intrepidity of one of that 
«ex whose virtu ammonly of a 

more retiring nature, and who are 
neither morally nor physically so 
constituted as to fit them for encoun- 
tering 

was born in No- 
vember, 181 '>, and wits the daughter of 
William Darling, keeper of the light- 
on the Loiigstone, one of the 
group of the Fame Islands ; in which 
solitary abode she constantly resided 
with her parents. She is described 
M having been " remarkable for a 
retiring and somewhat reserved dis- 
■ iii — of a fair complexion and 
oomelv countenance — with nothing 
masculine in her appearance ; but, on 
ontrary, gentle in aspect, and 
with an expression of the greatest 
mildness and gentleness ;" which 
latter qualities, we need scarcely re- 
mark, are not uncommonly found 
associated with gallant bearing and 
tin, most resolute coumge. 

Previous to describing the distin- 
guished act of Grace Darling, in pro- 
ceeding with her father to the res- 
cue of the sufferers on the wreck of 
tlie Forfarshire, it will he desirable 
that we should explain the nature of 
the dangerous locality where it oc- 

The Fame Islands lie off the North- 
eastern coast of Kngland. They are 
a group of barren and desolate rocks, 
inhabited principally by sea-fowl, and 
their sides are in many parts ex- 
tremely precipitous. 

Through the channels between the 
smaller Fame Islands the sea rushes 
with great impetuosity, and doubt 
less many a shipwreck of which there 
is no record has occurred there in 
former times, when no beacon exist- 
ed to guide the mariner in his path 
through the deep. Itather more than 
a century ago, a Dutch 40-gun fri- 
, with all her crew was lost among 
them : and numerous other wrecks

Humble, master, sailed from Hull 
for Dundee, having on board a valu- 
able cargo, and as nearly as could 
be ascertained, sixty-three persons — 
viz., the master and his wife, a crew 
of twenty men, and forty-one pax- 
gers. She was a new vessel, being

.sea. Between three and four o'clock 
she struck with her bows foremost on 
the rock, which was there so preci- 
pitous that a person could scare stand 
erect on it. 

A part of the crew now lowered one 
of tbe quarter-boats and left the ship, 
having one of the pa-sengers with 
them, who bad contrived to throw 
himself into the boat ; but two others 
in making the same attempt, perished. 

The s one which now presented it- 
self was of a most heal rending de- 
scription. Several women were ut- 
tering cries of anguish and despair, 
and amidst them stood the bewildered 
master, whose wife, clinging to him, 
frantically besought the protection 
which he was unable to afford. Very 
soon after the first shook, a heavy 
wave struck the vessel on the quarter, 
and raising her off tho rock allowed 
her immediately after to fall violently 
upon it, when a sharp ledge striking 
her about amidships, she was fairly 
broken into two piece-', and the after- 
part, containing the cabin and man} 
passengers, was instantly carried oil 
by a rapid current through the 1'ifa- 
gut, whilst the forepart remained on 
the rock. 

A portion of the passengers and 
crew had previously betaken them- 
selves to the foremost part of tfau 
sel, < ■■ i. to I"' the safest. 

In this dreadful situation, exposed 
amidst, darkness to the buffeting of 
the waves, and feaful lest each ris- 
ing surge should sweep away info the 
deep tbe fragment of the wreck on 
which they stood, they wailed in anx- 
ious expectancy the breaking of tbe 
day. In the fore cabin, also expo-ed 
to the intrusion of tho sea, was a wo- 
man, a wife of a weaver, with her 
two children, who, when relief at 
last came, was found yet alive, but 
her two children lay stiff' 
corpses in her arms. 

Such was their seemingly hopeless 
position, when, soon after the day 
broke, tbe* were descried from the 
Longstone hy the Darlings, at nearly 
B mile's distance. A mist hovered 
over the island, and though the wind 
had somewhat abated its violence, tbe 
sea was still raging fearfully, mak 
ing any approach to the rugged pinna- 
cles and sunken rocks which surround 
these islands, a work of extreme peril. 
Indeed, even at a later period of 
the day, a vnw.ini of UL, offered by 
the steward of Haniborough Ca 
could scarcely induce a parly of 
fishermen to venture off from the 
mainland.

were crowned with success. The 
whole of the nine survivors were 
taken into their little hark, and con- 
veyed in safety tO the light-bouse. 
Here, owing to the violet seas which 
continued to pervail, they were com- 
pelled to remain two days, during 
which time they received every kind- 
ness and comfort that the household 
could afford, and of which they were 
in so much need. 

The party who had left in the ship's 
boat, also nine in number, were picked 
up the next morning, by a Montrose 
sloop, and conveyed to Shields. 

The subsequent events of Grace 
Darling's life are soon told. Tbe 
deed she had done may he said to 
have wafted her name all over Europe. 
The lonely ligiit-hou»e became speedi- 
ly the center of attraction to curious 
and sympathizing thousands, includ- 
ing many of the wealthy and the 
great, who, in numerous instances, 
testified by substantial tokens the 
feeiings with which they regarded the 
young heroine. Amongst the number 
were the Duke and Duchess of Nor- 
thumberland, who invited her father 
and herself to Alnwick Castle, and 
pr e se n t e d her with a gold watch. 
Grace and her father received the 

silver medal of tbe National Lifeboat 

(then Shipwreck) Institution, and 
numerous testimonials from other 
public bodies and admiring Strangers. 
A public subscription was also arised 
with a view to reward her for her 
bravery and humanity, which is said 
to have amounted to about &-',o00. 
To snob an extent, indeed, did Un- 
popular enthusiasm reach, that por- 
traits of her were eagerly sought for, 
and slie was even offered large sums 

by the proprietors of one or more of 

the metropolitan theatres, on the eon 
dition that she should merely sit in a 
boat for a brief space during the 

performance of a piece whose chief 

attraction she was to he. All such 
offers, however, were promptly and 

steadily refused ; and it is gratifying 
to know that amidst all this tumult 
of applause. Grace Darling never for 
a moment forgot the modest dignity 
of conduct which became her mx and 
station. The flattering testimonials 
of all kinds which were showered on 
her seemed to produce in her mind 
no other feedings than those of wonder 

and grateful pleasure. She continued

A Itaserted City. 

The discovery of a deserted city, 
sixty miles long, cut out of the 
rocky face of a winding cliff, re- 
warded the efforts of Mr. Stevenson's 
Smithsonian Institution exploring 
party during its researches in New 
Mexico and Arizona the past season.
